With reference to our conversations, I would like to formally 
invite you and your company to act as host for a Soviet delegation 
of Architects and Directors of City Planning who are coming to the 
United States to negotiate and finalize agreements with American 
building industries and corporations regarding the reconstruction 
of the city of Leninakan, destroyed by the Armenian earthquake of 
December 1988. 


MegaMechta Inc., a California-based company, already arranged 
for a similar American delegation to visit Moscow and Leninakan 
in March of this year. This delegation already signed a preliminary 
agreement with Armenian building organizations. The return visit of 
the Soviet delegation is planned to finalize these agreements. 


Regarding the timing of this invitation, we should inform you 
that on June 2ist, at Avery Fisher Hall in Lincoln Center, a global 
workshop "One Million Points Of Light,” will take place, dealing 

in particular with the project of building the model of the future 
city of Leninakan -- among the ruins of the devastated city -- 
prior to reconstruction. The Soviet authorities have already agreed 
to this proposal, which was announced by the Soviet media, and the 
U.S. press. 


Should the delegation arrive in time, the results of their 
negotiations and agreements could be made public during the global 
workshop at Lincoln Center.
